When  doing 
so,  please  state  whether  these  items  are  covered  by  the  owner’s  own  insurance  policy,  if  so, 
state  company. 

A  reward  of  ,625000  is  being  offered  for  information  leading  to  the  recovery  of  the  property. 

We  have  been  very  touched  by  the  large  number  of  sympathetic  messages  and  letters  we 
have  received  during  the  last  week  or  so.  We  have  always  looked  upon  our  readers  as  more 
than  just  clients,  and  it  is  only  at  times  like  this  that  we  realize  how  many  true  friends  we  have.

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THE  MITCHELL-BOULTON  COINAGE  PROPOSAL  OF 

1789-1790. 

By  R.  W.  Julian. 

In  1787  a  young  South  Carolinian,  John  H.  Mitchell,  went  to  England  to  finish 
his  education.  Through  his  mother’s  family  at  Birmingham  he  met  the  well- 
known  English  private  coiner  Matthew  Boulton.  It  is  evident  that  Mitchell  soon 
saw  the  advantages  of  having  the  acquaintance  of  a  man  such  as  Boulton. 

To  view  properly  the  reason  for  Mitchell’s  subsequent  actions,  we  must  review 
the  state  of  the  monetary  circulation  in  the  United  States  at  this  time.  The  coins 
in  circulation  consisted  of  French,  Spanish,  and  Portuguese  gold,  Spanish  silver, 
and  nondescript  copper  coins.  There  was  little  English  currency  in  circulation. 

It  is  the  copper  to  which  we  turn  our  close  attention.  Since  1777  the  United 
States  had  been  governed  under  a  constitution  known  as  the  Articles  of  Confederation.  { 
Under  this  document  both  the  national  government  and  the  individual  states  were 
empowered  to  strike  money.  There  were,  in  addition  to  the  national  and  state 
copper  coinages,  various  individuals  who  ordered  copper  coins  struck  in  England 
for  their  private  use.  (The  only  coinage  of  precious  metals  outside  of  some  minor 
private  issues  was  the  Nova  Constellatio  patterns  struck  by  the  national  government 
in  1783). 

In  August  1787  Mitchell  consulted  Boulton  on  the  question  of  a  South  Carolina 
state  coinage.  The  consultation  was  evidently  successful  since  Mitchell  wrote 
to  the  authorities  in  South  Carolina  with  the  offer  to  coin  ;(^20,000  in  half-pence 
for  that  state.  The  state  government  was  to  pay  the  nominal  value  of  the  coinage 
to  Mitchell.  Thus  the  Young  Carolinian  would  receive  as  profit  the  difference 
between  Boulton’s  fees  and  the  nominal  value.  Unfortunately  for  Mitchell  and 
Boulton,  1787  saw  the  writing  of  a  new  constitution  for  the  United  States.  When 
Mitchell  arrived  back  in  South  Carolina  in  May,  1788,  he  found  that  his  coinage 
proposals  depended  upon  whether  or  not  the  new  constitution  was  adopted.  (It 
specifically  reserved  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  all  coinage  rights).  With 
its  adoption  Mitchell’s  plan  was  now  worthless. 

In  April,  1789,  the  new  federal  government  went  into  operation.  In  September 
Mitchell  journeyed  from  Charleston  (the  capital  of  South  Carolina)  to  New  York 
(the  capital  of  the  United  States  from  1785  to  1790).  Upon  his  return  to  Charleston 
in  October,  Mitchell  wrote  Boulton  as  follows : 

Charleston.  ^ 

9  Oct.,  1789 

Dear  Sir, 

Being  just  arrived  from  New  York — the  seat  of  Government  of  the 
United  States — and  having  had  a  conference  with  Genl.  Washington,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States,  respecting  a  general  Coinage  for  the  Union — I  have 
to  request  of  you  as  a  favor  that  you  will  be  so  obliging  as  to  favor  me  with  the 
rates  you  could  furnish  two  hundred  thousand  pounds,  one-third  copper, 
one-third  silver,  one-third  gold  coin,  payable  in  the  coin  of  Great  Britain,  as 
I  have  the  preference  of  supplying  Congress  with  their  first  Coinage.  I  think 
we  can  do  it  on  as  good  terms  as  any  person  whatever.  The  amount  of  the  Coinage 
will  be  shipped  to  London  before  the  delivery  of  the  new  Coinage.  I  beg 
you  to  be  very  plain  and  explicit,  which  I  have  not  time  to  be,  as  I  am  this  moment 
arrived  and  the  vessel  for  London  leaves  this  place  this  moment,  but  very  next 
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will  explain  myself  more  fully,  I  beg  of  you  to  mention  particularly  every  cir¬ 
cumstance  about  furnishing  the  above  sum.  With  my  best  compts  to  Miss 
Boulton  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Matthews,  I  remain 

Your  much  obliged  friend  and  humb.  servt. 
John  H.  Mitchell. 

On  the  10th  Mitchell  wrote  again  saying  he  was  afraid  that  Boulton  might 
not  be  able  to  read  his  letter  of  the  previous  day.  He  again  urged  Boulton  to  be 
very  explicit  in  regard  to  terms. 

On  the  25th  of  November  1789  Matthew  replied  to  the  letters  of  Mitchell: 

Soho,  Birmingham,  25  Novr.  1789 

Dear  Sir, 

Your  favors  of  the  9th  &  10th  Octr.  have  just  come  to  hand  &  though 
this  Letter  will  not  be  a  full  answer  to  yours,  yet  I  think  it  better  to  send  you 
a  short  general  Answer  instantly  than  to  run  the  risk  of  any  Delay. 

The  first  question  you  ask  is  at  what  rates  I  could  furnish  £200,000  of  Coin — 
viz.  1/3  Copper,  1/3  Silver,  &  1/3  Gold,  payable  in  the  Coin  of  Great  Britain — 
Previous  to  my  mentioning  any  price  or  terms,  I  think  as  we  live  at  so  great  distance 
from  each  other,  &  as  many  delays  &  Inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  want  of 
being  open  &  distinct  on  either  side.  I  therefore  desire  it  may  be  understood 
that  I  will  at  one  word  come  to  the  point,  &  quote  you  the  lowest  price,  &  in 
all  things  explain  myself  without  reserve,  but  it  will  be  necessary  for  your  better 
understanding  the  subject  that  we  divide  it  into  2  parts — viz. 

1st  The  Mechanical  operations  of  Rolling,  Coining  &c.  &c. 

2nd  The  Mercantile  part  which  relates  to  the  purchase  of  the  Gold,  Silver 
&  Copper. 

1st  As  to  the  Mechanical  part,  I  can  decidedly  say  that  no  country  or  persons 
can  do  it  so  well  or  so  cheap  as  I  can,  for  I  have  expended  upwards  of 
£7,000,  in  the  inventing,  executing  &  perfecting  an  Apparatus  for  Coining 
far  superior  to  all  other  coining  Machines  both  for  expedition  &  other 
perfections  which  no  other  Coin  possesses :  My  primary  Object  was  to 
put  an  end  to  the  counterfeiting  of  Coin  in  all  Countries  (read  the  paper 
I  send  herewith). 

Whether  the  Metals  are  delivered  to  me  at  a  low  or  a  high  price  the  expence 
of  Coining  will  be  the  same  &  therefore  suppose  Copper  delivered  to  me  in  the 
crude  state  of  Cakes  I  then  take  &  1st  Roll  it  hot  into  Sheets. 

2nd  Anneal,  pickle  Sc  scour  it  bright  &  free  from  Scale  &  Dirt 
3rd  Cut  it  into  fillets  of  a  proper  breadth  for  the  pieces  intended  to  be  Coined 
4th  Fine  Roll  it  cold  in  fine  polished  Steel  Rollers  exactly  to  a  certain  thickness 
which  is  difficult 

5th  Cut  it  out  into  blanks  by  a  new  Method 
6th  Anneal 

7th  Clean,  polish  &  bring  it  to  a  fine  surface  &  Colour  by  sundry  Operations 
8th  My  Dies  are  engraved  by  the  first  Artist  in  that  line  in  Europe 
9th  My  Apparatus  for  striking  the  Edges  at  the  same  blow  with  the  faces 
&  is  new  &  singularly  ingenious 

10th  Coined  by  a  Press  on  a  new  principle  &  worked  more  regularly  by  one 
of  my  late  improved  Fire  Engines  that  can  be  done  by  the  power  of  Men. 
11th  Wrapped  up  in  Paper  ready  for  the  Cask 
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These  are  the  Outlines  of  the  Operations  &  my  lowest  Price  will  be  as  follows 
.  .  .  [the  calculations  have  been  omitted]  .  .  .  5d  per  lb.  or  pr.  Ton. . .  ./^46  13  4 

. . .  The  King  pays  £4:2  a  Ton  for  the  barbarous  Copper  Coinage  in  the  Tower; 
He  also  finds  &  repairs  the  Presses  &  all  other  Machines.  He  also  finds  them 
all  with  Houses,  Fire  &  Repairs  with  sundry  other  permanent  general 
expences  which  in  all  amount  to  upwards  of  twelve  Thousand  pounds  sterling 
pr.  year,  even  if  there  not  a  single  Guinea  or  half-penny  Coined — Hence  it 
will  be  far  more  economical  for  the  States  of  America  to  contract  with  me  who 
have  an  Apparatus  already  erected  that  can  coin  all  they  want  in  the  time  you 
mention.  Thus  I  reckon  the  price  of  Coining  my  fine  Money  less  than  half 
the  Cost  of  the  King’s  barbarous  Money  of  the  Tower  .  .  . 

It  will  also  be  necessary  that  you  (in  Conjunction  with  General  Washington 
or  such  persons  as  may  be  appointed)  fix  upon  a  proper  Device  &  proper  inscrip¬ 
tion.  I  saw  a  design  for  an  American  Half  penny  with  a  Sun  Dial  on  one  side  i 
with  a  Motto,  mind  your  Business — &  on  the  other  a  Chain  with  13  Links. 

This  device  is  easily  copied  by  a  moderate  Artist,  but  if  there  was  on  one 
side  the  Head  of  General  Washington  or  a  beautiful  Female  Figure  representing 
in  proper  attributes  the  13  United  States,  it  would  not  only  be  a  handsome 
piece  of  Money  but  it  would  be  more  difficult  to  copy,  particularly  if  an  inscription 
were  struck  upon  the  Edge,  as  there  is  no  Artist  in  England  capable  of  doing 
that,  or  engraving  such  a  Figure  as  the  Britannia  which  my  Artist  hath  nearly 
finished  for  the  intended  British  Coinage,  but  the  Dies  not  yet  being  hardened, 

I  cannot  send  one  at  present.  However  you  will  see  by  those  I  have  sent  the 
stile  of  Workmanship. 

It  is  the  interest  of  America  to  attend  to  the  principles  mentioned  in  the 
paper  I  have  sent  you  herewith,  &  by  leaving  but  little  temptation  for  Counter¬ 
feiters,  &  throwing  many  difficulties  in  their  way,  is  the  only  sure  means  of 
preventing  great  quantities  of  counterfeit  half-pence  from  being  sent  from 
Europe  to  America  .  .  . 

It  will  be  necessary  that  you  lose  not  a  moment  in  this  business  &  that  it 
be  brought  to  a  conclusion  as  soon  as  possible  that  I  may  arrange  my  own  time 
&  Business  properly,  for  besides  the  British  Copper  Coinage,  I  am  now  in 
treaty  with  some  other  European  States  for  the  conduct  of  the  whole  of  their 
Coinage,  but  I  am  determined  not  to  undertake  more  than  I  can  do;  however 
I  am  now  willing  to  contract  for  the  whole  quantity  you  mention  &  execute  ( 
within  the  time.  .  . 

Please  to  take  a  copy  for  yourself  of  my  Paper  upon  Copper  Coinage  &  then 
present  it  &  also  some  of  my  Specimens,  &  my  most  respectful  Complts.  to 
the  truly  great  &  Honble.  General  Washington — Wishing  him  &  your  States 
&  yourself  Prosperity  &  Happiness,  I  remain  with  great  Regard 

Dear  Sir 

Your  most  faithful  &  obliged 
&  Obed.  Hble.  Servt. 

Matthew  Boulton. 

P.S.  I  have  reed,  orders  from  our  Privy  Council  to  make  a  Specimen  of  a  new 
Guinea  upon  a  construction  which  I  have  proposed  shall  not  be  so  liable  to 
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have  it  Weight  diminished  by  use  &  that  will  be  much  easier  detected  if  wanting 
in  Weight  or  Specific  Gravity. 

I  recommend  an  Elegant  figure  to  represent  the  United  States  by  any  Dress 
or  Attributes  that  may  be  thought  proper,  perhaps  it  might  be  approved  if 
she  held  fast  in  one  hand  13  Arrows — &  for  the  Reverse,  suppose  there  was  a 
Chain  of  round  links  with  the  Arms  of  the  13  Provinces  in  the  13  Links  .  .  . 

The  letter  was  not  received  by  Mitchell  until  the  14th  of  March  1790.  Shortly 
thereafter  he  transmitted  the  proposals  to  Congress  via  one  of  the  South  Carolina 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  Dr.  Thomas  T.  Tucker.  Mitchell, 
for  reasons  best  known  to  himself,  chose  to  transmit  only  parts  of  Boulton’s  letter. 
The  proposal  now  became  strictly  one  on  Matthew  Boulton’s  part,  with  Mitchell 
merely  forwarding  his  friend’s  request  for  the  copper  coinage  contract.  (Evidently 
there  had  been  very  little  encouragement  from  President  Washington  in  the  fall 
of  1789).  Mitchell  saw  fit  to  eliminate  every  reference  to  himself  and  Washington 
in  the  forwarded  proposal.  However,  Mitchell  faithfully  reproduced  Boulton’s 
terms  for  the  coinage. 

On  April  7,  1790,  Tucker  presented  the  proposal  to  the  House  of  Representatives. 
It  was  forwarded  to  Thomas  Jefferson,  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  his  advice.  It 
may  seem  curious  to  the  reader  that  such  a  proposal  was  forwarded  to  Jefferson 
instead  of  Alexander  Hamilton,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  President  Washing¬ 
ton’s  cabinet.  However,  Jefferson  had  been  interested  in  a  national  coinage  for 
the  United  States  for  many  years.  He  had  prepared  extensive  reports  in  1776 
and  1784. 

On  the  14th  of  April  Jefferson’s  report  was  read  to  the  House  of  Representatives. 
He  discussed  the  merit  of  Boulton’s  proposal  and  admitted  that  the  English  coiner 
could  not  be  surpassed.  However,  he  went  on  to  say  that 

Coinage  is  peculiarly  an  attribute  of  sovereignty.  To  transfer  its  exercise 
into  another  country,  is  to  submit  it  to  another  Sovereign. 

Its  transportation  across  the  Ocean,  besides  the  ordinary  dangers  of  the  sea, 
would  expose  it  to  acts  of  piracy  by  the  crews  to  whom  it  would  be  confided, 
as  well  as  by  others  apprised  of  its  passage  .  .  . 

In  fine,  the  carrying  on  a  coinage  in  a  foreign  country,  as  far  as  the  Secretary 
knows,  is  without  example.  And  general  example  is  weighty  authority. 

He  is  therefore  of  opinion  on  the  whole 

That  a  mint,  whenever  established,  should  be  established  at  home  .  .  . 

And  in  the  mean  while,  he  is  of  opinion,  the  present  proposals  should 
be  declined. 

The  matter  did  not  end  here  as  Mitchell  attempted  to  persuade  Jefferson  to 
purchase  one  of  Boulton’s  coining  presses  and  other  machinery.  As  before,  nothing 
came  of  it.  The  end  result  was,  that  on  3  March  1791,  Congress  passed  a  resolution 
authorizing  a  mint  to  be  established  in  the  United  States. 
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THE  HISTORICAL  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  COINS— 
ILLUSTRATED  BY  THE  COINAGE  OF  AUGUSTUS.

1.  The  Years  Preceding  Naulochus.  (44-38  B.C.). 

The  rise  in  power  of  Cains  Octavius  Caepias  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to 
historians  and  numismatists  alike,  for,  in  a  remarkably  short  time,  he  rose  to  a 
unique  position  in  the  Roman  World,  transforming  anarchy  into  a  golden  age  of 
efficient  government.  This  ascendancy  to  supremacy  is  nowhere  seen  more 
clearly  than  on  the  silver  coins  of  his  era,  and,  in  the  following  article,  I  hope  to  trace 
his  career  by  describing  some  of  these  issues. 

Early  Years  of  the  Second  Triumvirate.  (44-40  B.C.). 

The  last  century  of  the  Roman  Republic  was  broken  by  a  series  of  civil  wars. 
In  60  B.c.  the  three  most  powerful  men  in  Rome,  Caesar,  Pompey  and  Crassus  ^ 
formed  an  alliance  known  as  the  First  Triumvirate.  (L.  triumviri = Commissioners). 
Crassus  was  killed  and  Pompey  assassinated,  leaving  Caesar  master  of  the  Roman 
World.  Caesar  had  no  legitimate  son,  but  chose  as  his  heir  his  grand-nephew, 
Octavius.  Antony,  who  had  been  elected  leader  of  the  army  when  Caesar  was 
assassinated  in  44  b.c.,  was  forced  to  acknowledge  the  choice  on  account  of  Octavius’ 
popularity,  but  treated  him  merely  as  a  child  who  was  unable  to  govern  for  himself. 
His  own  soldiers,  however,  were  not  so  convinced  that  this  “  rash  stripling  ”  of 
eighteen  would  not  make  a  better  leader  than  Antony,  especially  since  he  offered 
them  2,000  sestertii  instead  of  Antony’s  meagre  400.  Octavius  demanded  his 
rights  in  full,  the  Senate  supported  him,  and  he  joined  forces  with  Lepidus,  who 
had  been  consul  with  Caesar  in  46  b.c.  Together  they  defeated  Antony,  who  was 
forced  to  agree  to  whatever  Octavius  suggested.  They  met  and  decided  to  form 
a  Second  Triumvirate,  and  rule  the  Roman  World  between  them.  Lepidus  was 
included  merely  to  prevent  either  Octavius  or  Antony  from  becoming  too  powerful. 

The  first  coins  of  Octavius  were  issued  when  he  was  triumvir,  the  earliest  being 
struck  by  the  moneyer  L.  Livineius  Regulus  in  42  b.c.  The  obverse  has  the  legend 
CAESAR  III  viR  R.p.c.  This  means  “  Triumvir  Rei  Publicae  Constituendae  ”  or 
“  Triumvir  for  the  Reorganisation  of  the  Republic.”  The  reverse  is  a  figure  of 
Victory  with  the  moneyer’s  name.  The  iii  vir  which  appears  on  the  obverse  has  no 
connection  with  the  iii  vir  a.a.a.f.f.  (Tresviri  aere  argento  auro  flando  feriundo) 
which  is  shown  on  the  reverse  along  with  the  moneyer’s  name  on  some  coins.  This 
refers  to  the  Tresviri  Monet  ales  or  “  The  three  men  appointed  to  strike  and  \ 
cast  bronze,  silver  and  gold,”  who  were  responsible  under  the  Repubhc  for  the  issue 
of  coins,  and  were  in  full  control  of  the  mint. 

In  42  B.c.  Brutus  and  Cassius,  two  of  the  assassins  of  Caesar,  were  defeated 
at  Philippi.  An  interesting  coin  shows  a  statue  of  Octavius  on  a  galloping  horse 
on  the  reverse.  This  statue  was  probably  erected  to  his  honour  in  Rome  following 
the  battle.  The  legend  is  popvl  (i)  ivssv,  “  by  order  of  the  people.” 

In  41  B.c.  Publius  Clodius  struck  coins  with  an  interesting  young  portrait,  and  the 
reverse  types  of  Mars  and  Ceres.  The  figure  of  Mars  on  this,  and  the  Victory  on 
the  previous  coin,  perhaps  allude  to  his  prowess  at  Phillippi.  Ceres  perhaps  alludes 
to  a  good  harvest.  (Fig.  1). 

An  interesting  issue  of  Ti.  Sempronius  Graccus,  struck  about  40  b.c.  has 
a  reverse  type  which  refers  to  promises  made  by  Octavius  to  make  gifts  of  land 
and  money  to  army  veterans.  The  army  is  here  symbolised  by  a  standard  and 
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the  legionary  aquila  (eagle),  the  gift  of  land  by  a  plough.  (Fig.  2.)  To  make  these 
gifts  of  land  Octavius  had  to  displace  many  Roman  landowners,  but  he  allowed 
the  poet  Vergil  to  retain  his  paternal  farm.  This  is  one  of  the  earliest  issues  on 
which  Octavius  is  named  as  “  son  of  the  divine  Julius  ”  or  divi  ivli  (i)  F(ilius)  Julius 
Caesar  had  been  deified  in  December  42  b.c.,  and  Octavius  throughout  his  life  aimed 
at  establishing  his  great-uncle  as  a  national  hero.  He  did  not  however  try  to  emulate 
his  political  ideas,  for  they  were  hated  by  the  Romans  who  feared  the  idea  of  one 
man  being  in  supreme  control  with  the  title  of  “  rex  ”  or  “  king  ”.  Even  so  Caesar 
made  an  ideal  patron  saint  for  the  restored  “  Republic.”  This  hatred  originated 
from  the  time  of  the  kings  of  Rome,  when  Tarquinius  Superbus  was  expelled  in 
510  B.c.  because  of  his  cruelty.  Concerning  the  deification  of  Caesar,  a  common 
issue  of  denarii  struck  in  17  B.c.  has  a  reverse  type  of  a  comet  of  eight  rays  and  the 
legend  divvs  ivlivs.  The  comet  is  that  which  appeared  shortly  after  his  death, 
and  was  taken  as  a  sign  of  his  deification  rather  conveniently  by  the  Caesarians 
(Fig.  3).  Although  issued  at  the  time  of  the  Secular  Games,  a  festival  held  every 
hundred  or  hundred  and  ten  years  of  the  republic  to  celebrate  its  continuance, 
this  was  merely  a  further  step  in  the  “  worship  ”  of  Caesar  as  the  saviour  of  the 
state. 


To  return  to  the  main  theme,  in  40  b.c.  we  find  Quintus  Salvius  issuing  coins 
in  Gaul  with  the  reverse  type  of  a  thunderbolt,  and  coins  being  struck  by  Cornehus 
Balbus  with  an  allusion  to  his  birthplace  at  Gades,  in  Spain.  The  fact  that  moneyers 
still  used  personal  types  on  the  reverses  but  the  head  of  Octavius  on  the  obverses 
shows  the  transition  between  the  Republican  types  and  those  of  the  Empire. 

Antony  and  Sextus  Pompey. 

By  39  B.c.  Octavius  had  shown  himself  to  be  a  capable  and  worthy  leader  of 
the  republic,  but  many  obstacles  still  barred  his  way  to  supremacy,  and  these  he 
now  prepared  to  overcome. 

The  two  greatest  threats  to  Octavius’  rise  to  power  were  Sextus  Pompey,  the 
son  of  Pompey  the  Great,  and  Antony.  Octavius  had  public  opinion  in  his  favour, 
for  Antony  had  neglected  his  duties  as  a  husband,  neglecting  his  wife  Fulvia  in 
order  to  be  with  Cleopatra,  Queen  of  Egypt,  and  had  allied  with  Sextus  Pompey 
in  plundering  the  coast  of  lapygia.  Sextus  was  also  hated  by  the  Romans  because  he 
had  assembled  a  pirate  fleet,  with  which  he  made  himself  master  of  the  Mediterranean. 
He  had  furthermore  been  behaving  like  a  barbarian,  not  a  Roman  citizen,  and 
it  was  even  said  that  he  had  forgotten  how  to  speak  Latin.  The  time,  however, 
was  not  yet  ripe  for  Octavius  to  crush  them.  The  army  forced  Octavius  into  a 
temporary  alliance  with  Antony  when  he  let  Antony  marry  his  sister  Octavia  in 
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40  B.c.  Antony’s  first  wife  Fulvia  had  died  of  a  broken  heart  a  few  months  previously. 
Antony  celebrated  this  alliance  with  Octavius  by  a  series  of  quinarii  (half  denarii) 
with  the  reverse  type  of  clasped  hands.  Octavius  also  commemorated  the  alliance 
by  issuing  coins  with  a  reverse  legend  of  antonivs  imp  (or  variant)  beneath  a  winged 
caduceus  (the  rod  of  Mercury).  The  obverse  displayed  his  own  portrait  (Fig.  4). 


In  32  B.c.  Antony  deserted  Octavia  in  favour  of  Cleopatra. 

Sextus  Pompey  was  in  due  course  invited  to  join  the  alliance,  being  promised 
Sicily,  Corsica  and  Sardinia  if  he  would  rid  the  Mediterranean  of  pirates  as  his 
father  had  done  before  him,  a  cynical  condition  since  he  was  the  greatest  menace 
at  sea  at  that  time.  Sextus  met  Octavius,  it  is  said,  in  a  boat,  moored  to  the  shore, 
as  Octavius  was  afraid  to  make  terms  at  sea  lest  he  might  be  at  Pompey’s  mercy 
and  Pompey  afraid  to  do  so  on  land  lest  he  might  be  at  Octavius’  mercy.  Pompey’s 
character  is  revealed  by  the  fact  that  he  was  annoyed  that  one  of  his  slaves  did 
not  cut  the  mooring  ropes  while  they  were  making  terms,  saying  that  it  was  honour¬ 
able  for  a  slave  to  do  the  deed  but  not  for  Pompey  himself. 

Such  an  alliance  was  impossible  to  maintain  and  an  excuse  was  soon  found  to 
wage  war  on  Sextus.

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SYMBOLS  ON  ORIENTAL  COINS. 

By  E.  W.  Klimowsky. 

Minted  coins,  since  their  very  beginning,  had  a  twofold  task:  to  represent  a  certain  value, 
indicated  by  their  metal  quality  and  weight,  and/or  express  denomination  and,  moreover, 
to  convey  ideas  and  messages.  Nowadays,  by  the  almost  exclusive  use  of  descriptive  epigraphy, 
we  find  it  sometimes  hard  to  appreciate  the  importance  and  in  some  cases  even  the  very  mean¬ 
ing  of  symbols  as  expression  of  those  ideas  and  messages  on  ancient  coins.  The  importance 
attached  to  those  messages  has  sometimes  reached  the  degree  of  modern  mass  propaganda^ 
An  outstanding  example  thereof  are  the  Roman  imperial  coins,  the  obverse  of  which  shows 
the  most  lifelike  portrait  of  the  monarch  and  was,  therefore,  of  a  more  informative  character, 
whilst  the  reverse  had  all  the  features  of  modern  means  of  political  influence  by  mass  com¬ 
munication:  slogans  and  over-simplified  pictorial  descriptions  of  the  ideal  propagated,  the 
so-called  “  virtues,”^  proclaiming  clemency,  concord,  constancy,  honour,  justice,  liberty, 
moderation,  peace,  piety,  security,  victory  and  many  others.  Here  we  encounter  words  and 
images  which  are  familiar  to  us  because  the  writers  of  classic  antiquity  have  recorded  most 
of  the  political  events  and  spiritual  movements  of  their  time  and  so  supplied  us  with  the  back¬ 
ground  for  appropriate  understanding.  Moreover,  many  of  the  symbols  have  remained  alive 
I  in  their  respective  significance  until  to-day  by  an  almost  unbroken  chain  of  reference  to  them, 
both  by  the  quotation  of  their  names  and  by  their  artistic  representation. 

With  regard  to  oriental  coins  the  situation  is  quite  different.  As  much  as  the  western 
world  has  in  ancient  times  been  influenced  by  the  Orient,  we  have,  apart  from  the  Bible,  few 
authentic  documents  which  have  been  handed  down  to  us  since  then  and  remained  the  object 
of  our  general  knowledge  and  appreciation.  We  are  in  most  cases  restricted  to  the  description 
and  explanation  given  by  the  adversaries  of  those  oriental  peoples  who  wanted  to  express 
sometimes  innermost  feelings  and  belief  by  the  various  symbols  on  their  coins.  This  is  not 
only  the  case  with  the  Parthian  and  Sassanian  numismatic  symbolism,  but  also  with  a  good 
many  coinages  of  the  ancient  Near  and  Middle  East,  such  as  Elymais  and  even  under  the 
Herodian  rule  in  Judaea.  The  latter  shall  give  an  instance  for  a  fruitful  study,  whilst  the 
former  shows  that  we  are  still  in  the  infancy  of  scientific  research  in  a  good  many  numismatic 
cases.  We  take  first  the  umbrella  on  the  obverse  of  the  prootah  of  Agrippa  I,  minted  in 
Jerusalem  from  41-44  a.d.®  Why  an  umbrella  and  what  did  it  mean  ? 

In  the  oriental  reality  and  world  conception,  the  cave  with  a  domical  shape  has  been 
prevailing  as  a  dwelling  place  for  the  gods  as  well  as  for  men,  living  and  dead^.  Therefore 
the  covering  of  that  cave  has  under  a  multitude  of  names  and  in  a  variety  of  shapes  acquired 
an  extremely  high  symbolic  importance  and,  being  identified  with  the  heavenly  covering 
of  the  earth  (“  umbrella  quam  coelum  dicunt  ”),  taken  the  form  of  “  a  divine  parasol  ”  (E.  B. 
Smith).  So  we  find  in  the  palace  of  Xerxes  (reigned  485-465  B.c.)  a  relief  sculpture  of  the 
Great  King,  accompanied  by  two  servants,  one  of  whom  holds  the  parasol  over  the  king’s 
head^.  And  in  the  Indian  art  of  that  time,  viz.  after  the  death  of  Gotama  Buddha  (483  b.c.), 
the  umbrella  served  as  a  symbol  for  Buddha  himself®.  Later,  the  symbol  has  apparently 
found  its  way  to  the  west  and  so  we  see  on  a  relief  representation  of  a  sacrifice  in  the  era  be¬ 
tween  Tiberius  (lived  42  B.C.-37  a.d.)  and  Claudius  (lived  10  B.C.-54  a.d.)  one  of  the  two 
participants  bearing  a  basket  filled  with  fruit  whilst  the  other  holds  a  great  half-closed  parasol 
decorated  with  fringes ^  But  the  idea  remained  mainly  in  the  East.  There,  the  Great  Kings, 
k  from  the  Achaemenids  to  the  Parthians,  had  the  parasol  above  their  heads  during  audiences 
*  and  court  hearings® ;  in  Sassanian  times,  the  parasol  served  as  royal  standard.  At  the  side  of 
which  we  find  King  Khusrau  II  on  the  relief  sculpture  of  the  right  wall  of  the  Great  Grotto 
at  Taq-i-bustan,  made  about  620  a.d.®.  More  recently  the  umbrella,  even  with  the  same 
eight  fringe  points  as  on  the  prootah  of  Agrippa  I,  appears  on  Indian  temple  tokens,  most  of 
which  have  a  god  or  other  holy  person  with  the  inscription  Ram  Ram  (God)  below,  all  of 
them  attended  by  an  umbrella  bearer^^^ 

Therefore,  the  umbrella  (and  two  lamps  above)  is  represented  together  with  the  sacred 
bull  on  the  obverse  on  the  gold  coins  of  the  Kakatiyas  (of  Warangal)  dated  from  the  13th 
century  a.d.^®  and,  also  together  with  the  sacred  object,  viz.  the  sacred  ovoid  stone  El-Gabel 
in  the  temple  of  Emesa  some  thousand  years  earlier,  on  various  coins  of  Caracalla  (reigned 
211-217  A.D.)  and  the  Eastern  usurper  Uranius  Antoninus  (ca.  233  a.d.)". 

By  such  painstaking  work  we  have  to  compose  the  picture  of  a  symbol  on  an  oriental  coin. 

As  a  further  example,  but  with  no  solution  as  yet,  may  serve  the  so-called  “  anchor  ”  of 
Elymais.  Thereby  is  not  meant  the  well-known  anchor  on  Seleucid  coins  and  those  of  rulers 
influenced  by  them,  such  as  Orodes  I  of  Parthia  (reigned  57(?)-37  B.c.)  or  Herod  I  (reigned 
37-4  B.c.)^®,  but  an  implement  on  the  coins  of  Elymais,  for  some  time  an  independent  province 
of  the  Parthian  empire.  This  implement  is  composed  of  a  three-pronged  fork,  the  prongs 
mostly  of  equal  length,  with  a  handle  ending  with  one  or  two  short  horizontal  bars,  and  above 
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the  whole  instrument  a  crescent  and  a  star^^  What  is  it  and  what  does  it  symbolize  ?  It 
has  been  suggested  that  it  is  “  a  sacred  symbol  associated  with  some  deity  of  Susa.’’^^  In 
fact,  it  resembles  rather  the  trident  in  the  form  depicted  e.g.  on  the  coins  of  Priene  (ca.  270  b.c.)*®, 
only  that  the  handle  is  here  on  top.  But,  as  we  have  no  literary  sources  to  guide  us,  we  shall 
have  to  go  the  wearisome  path  of  comparative  numismatics,  aided  by  comparative  religion 
and  folklore.  But  here  are  tasks  ahead  which  make  numismatics  a  worthy  and  scientifically 
valuable  field  of  research.

Egyptian  War  1882. 

Britain  was  not  called  on  again  to  fight  in  Egypt  for  over  eighty  years — the  main  cause 
was  the  same,  the  threat  to  the  route  to  India,  which  instead  of  being  overland  was  now  through 
the  Suez  Canal. 

Arabi  Pasha  had  raised  a  revolt  in  Egypt  to  drive  out  the  foreigner — the  Khedive,  who 
was  favourable  to  the  British,  was  confined  to  his  Palace  and  Arabi  proceeded  to  increase 
the  armaments  at  Alexandria.  Admiral  Seymour  in  command  of  the  Fleet  in  the  Eastern 
Mediterranean  sent  Arabi  a  note  to  reduce  the  armaments  of  the  Forts  and  to  raise  no  further 
batteries — this  was  ignored.  The  Admiral  sent  an  ultimatum  to  the  effect  that  if  the  forts 
were  not  reduced  by  daybreak  of  the  11th  July  1882  he  would  shell  them — no  notice  having 
been  taken  of  this  ultimatum  the  Fleet  opened  fire  and  by  5  p.m.  the  forts  ceased  to  fire. 
Two  officers  of  the  Army  were  present  at  the  bombardment — Major  Tulloch  of  the  Welch 
Regiment,  who  was  Military  Liason  officer,  and  an  officer  “  on  leave,  in  mufti  and  without 
orders  ”  who  had  been  doing  reconnaisance  disguised  as  a  Levantine.  Only  Major  Tulloch 
received  the  medal  and  bar  Alexandria  11th  July,  the  other  officer  received  nothing.  A 
second  bar  was  issued  to  Colonel  Zohal  Bey,  who  was  on  the  Staff  of  the  Commander  in 
Chief. 

Sir  Archibald  Alison  commanded  the  troops  before  Alexandria  and  held  the  enemy  at 
bay  until  Sir  Garnet  Wolseley  arrived,  when  the  base  for  the  troops  was  moved  to  the  Suez 
Canal. 

On  13th  September  1882  the  battle  of  Tel-el-Kebir  was  fought — the  rebel  forces  routed 
and  Arabi  captured.  The  Khedive  was  released  from  confinement,  and  it  was  decided  that 
for  the  safety  of  the  Suez  Canal  and  the  good  of  the  Egyptian  people  the  Egyptian  Army 
should  be  reorganised  with  British  officers  and  N.C.O.’s  as  instructors.  One  of  the  first 
officers  selected  was  the  one  that  had  been  present  on  the  11th  July  “  on  leave,  in  mufti  and 
without  orders,”  and  was  later  to  be  Sidar  of  the  Egyptian  Army — Lord  Kitchener. 

Two  medals  were  given  for  this  campaign — the  British,  a  silver  medal  with  the  Sphinx 
and  date  1882  on  the  reverse — the  Egyptian,  a  bronze  star  with  the  date  1882.  To  the  British 
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medal  two  bars  were  added,  Alexandria  11th  July,  and  tel-el-kebir;  the  first  of  these  was 
for  the  Navy  with  one  or  two  exceptions  and  the  second  for  the  Army  and  a  small  Naval 
Detachment  that  was  present. 

The  following  regiments  were  generally  entitled  to  the  medal  and  bar  tel-el-kebir  : 
Detachments  of  the  1st  and  2nd  Life  Guards  and  the  Royal  Horse  Guards  and  regimentally, 
the  4th  and  7th  Dragoon  Guards  and  the  19th  Hussars.  “  A,”  “  B,”  “  CD,”  “  F,”  “  H,” 
“  I,”  “  J,”  “  N  ”  Batteries  Royal  Artillery  and  7th  Bty.  1st  Northern  Division  R.A. 

“  A  ”  and  “  C  ”  Troops.  17th  and  26th  Companys  of  the  Royal  Engineers,  2/Grenadier 
Guards,  2/Coldstream  Guards,  1/Scots  Guards,  2/R.  Irish  Regt.,  1/Black  Watch,  2/D.C.L.I., 
1/R.  West  Kent  (one  company  only),  3/K.R.R.C.,  1/Manchesters  2/York  &  Lancs,  2/H.L.L, 
1/Seaforths,  1 /Gordons,  Camerons  and  1/R.  Irish  Fusihers.

It  will  be  noted  that  officers  and  other  ranks  from  almost  every  regiment  were  engaged, 
so  it  is  quite  likely  that  a  reader  may  be  in  possession  of  a  medal  named  to  a  regiment  not 
given  in  the  above  notes. 

In  addition  to  the  soldiers  some  medals  were  given  to  civihan  servants,  who  had  been 
brought  out  by  the  officers,  and  in  a  few  cases  these  men  received  the  bar  tel-el-kebir. 

Five  medals  were  given  to  Franciscan  nuns  who  nursed  in  the  hospitals  of  Ismalia  and 
Cairo. 

One  must  remember  that  the  country  under  the  Khedive  of  Egypt  embraced  the  whole 
of  the  Nile  watershed  and  therefore  stretched  South  to  Victorian  Nyanza.  The  southern 
portion,  known  as  the  Sudan,  was  kept  in  subjection  by  forts  with  detachments  manned  with 
Sudanese  soldiers  under  Egyptian  officers,  the  force  being  generally  under  the  command 
of  General  Gordon  from  Khartoum. 

Sheik  Mahomed  Ahmed  declared  himself  the  Mahdi  and  raised  the  Dervishes  in  revolt 
against  the  Egyptians.  General  Gordon  was  besieged  in  Khartoum  and  in  1884  a  force  was 
embodied,  firstly  to  relieve  General  Gordon  and,  secondly,  to  pacify  the  Dervishes.  The 
force  proceeded  up  the  Nile  and  failed  in  both  objects.

My  Introduction  to  Coins.  At  a  little  village  school  in  the  nineteen  twenties,  we  had  in 
the  bookcase  a  small  black  volume  which  advocated  a  novel  hobby  for  schoolboys.  It  was 
called  “  Our  Museum,”  and  was  written  by  a  mid  nineteenth-century  clergyman  named 
Housman. 

Illustrated  with  woodcuts,  it  described  how  he  and  his  brother,  whilst  living  at  Chichester, 
accumulated  and  classified  a  variety  of  interesting  objects  ranging  from  butterfiies  and  fossils 
to  stamps  and  old  coins. 

Their  interest  in  the  latter  began  when  they  acquired  a  Roman  coin  dug  up  in  a  church¬ 
yard.  Boy-like,  they  were  thrilled  and  cleaned  it  up.  Having  had  it  identified  as  a  third 
brass  of  Constantine  the  Great,  struck  at  Lyons,  they  used  it  as  the  first  exhibit  in  a  new 
department  of  their  home  museum — Coins. 

They  were  fortunate  in  having  a  relative  who  apparently  was  connected  with  a  real  museum, 
and  he  presented  them  with  two  early  British  staters.  Then  came  Saxon  sceats  and  a  coin 
of  Offa.  The  author  mentioned  the  superior  workmanship  of  the  later  coins  of  Offa,  assuming 
that  this  monarch  may  have  brought  craftsmen  here  from  the  East  on  his  return  from  a 
pilgrimage. 

A  series  was  then  built  up  to  illustrate  British  history,  and  the  book  tells  in  detail  how 
they  managed  this. 

Most  interesting  and  memorable  to  me  is  the  story  of  Carausius  and  Allectus.  Today 
I,  too,  have  coins  of  this  ambitious  pair,  but  then  the  story  was  new  to  me,  and  curious  enough 
to  be  remembered.  In  so  small  a  compass  the  book  was  remarkably  informative  on  coins, 
mentioning  the  badly  struck  pieces  of  Stephen,  and  describing  the  portrait  of  William  Rufus 
as  “  looking  hot  and  hasty,  like  most  gentlemen  of  a  florid  temperament!”  Another  coin 
the  book  made  me  want  to  acquire  was  the  well-known  paxs  penny  of  William  1.  It 
appeared  that  from  Elizabeth  onwards  they  finished  their  series  in  halfcrowns,  of  which  the 
only  one  they  found  at  all  difficult  to  get  was  George  I, 

In  forty  years  I  have  never  since  come  across  a  copy  of  the  little  black  book  with  the  gold 
lettering  on  the  spine,  but  it  did  give  me  memorable  introduction  to  a  rewarding  hobby. 
Those  lads  were  true  numismatists. — John  R.  Butler. 

“  Coin.”  I  thought  the  enclosed  description  of  the  word  “  Coin,”  which  I  extracted 
from  A  Dictionary  of  Arts  and  Sciences  (1766),  was  rather  lovely,  and  certainly  very  helpful 
and  illuminating: 

COIN,  a  species  of  money,  made  of  metal,  as  gold,  silver,  or  copper.  Hence  coin  differs 
from  money,  as  the  species  does  from  the  genus ;  money  being  any  matter,  whether  metal, 
wood,  leather,  glass,  horn,  fruits,  shells  etc. 

It  seems  derived  from  the  French,  coign;  that  is,  angvlvs,  a  corner;  whence  it  has  been 
held,  that  the  most  ancient  sort  of  coin  was  square  with  corners. 

It  is  one  of  the  royal  prerogatives  belonging  to  every  soveriegn  prince,  that  he  alone,  in 
his  own  dominions,  may  order  the  quantities,  value,  and  fashion  of  his  coin :  but  the  coin 
of  one  king  is  not  current  in  the  kingdom  of  another,  unless  at  a  great  loss;  though  our 
king,  by  his  prerogative,  may  make  any  foreign  coin  lawful  money  of  England  at  his 
pleasure,  by  proclamation.  By  statute  any  person  may  break  or  deface  any  piece  of  coin 
suspected  to  be  counterfeited  or  diminished,  otherwise  than  by  wearing;  but  if  such 
pieces,  on  breaking,  etc.,  are  found  to  be  good  coin,  it  will  be  at  the  breaker’s  peril,  who 
shall  stand  to  the  loss  of  it.  Coins  of  gold  or  silver  are  to  pass  notwithstanding  some  of 
them  are  cracked  or  worn;  but  not  if  they  are  clipped.  Counterfeiting,  clipping,  or 
impairing  the  king’s  coin  is  high  treason;  as  also  the  making  any  stamps,  dye,  mould  etc. 
for  coining,  except  by  persons  employed  in  the  mint,  etc.  and  the  conveying  such  out  of 
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the  mint  is  the  same,  and  so  is  colouring  metal,  resembling  gold  or  silver  coin,  marking  it 
on  the  edges,  etc. 

The  statutes  which  ordained  milled  money  to  be  made,  give  liberty  to  any  person  to 
refuse  hammered  silver  coin,  as  not  being  the  lawful  coin  of  this  kingdom :  counterfeiting 
the  coin  extends  only  to  gold  and  silver;  for  the  coining  of  halfpence  or  farthings,  or 
pieces  to  go  for  such,  of  copper,  incurs  a  penalty  of  five  pounds  for  every  pound  weight. 
— E.  H.  Welbourne. 

Rulers  of  China.  Mr.  Jean-Paul  Divo  in  his  interesting  introduction  to  Chinese  round 
cash  (February  Bulletin),  states:  “  Today  there  is  still  some  doubt  about  the  dating  of  the 
various  early  Chinese  dynasties.  I  have  used  the  most  recent  publication  on  this  subject. 
Handbook  of  Oriental  History  ...”  I  would  like  to  draw  his  attention  to  a  more  recent  book 
The  Rulers  of  China:,  221  b.c.-a.d.  149  by  Dr.  A.  C.  Moule  of  Cambridge  (1957). 

Dr.  Moule  has  carefully  checked  the  dates  of  all  the  legitimate  Chinese  emperors,  who  are 
listed  in  both  Chinese  and  the  conventionally  accepted  romanization. 

Incidentally,  Kuang  Hsu  (1875-1908)  was  not  the  last  Chinese  emperor  as  stated  by  Mr. 
Divo.  He  was  succeeded  by  the  present  ex-emperor  Hsuan  T’ung  or  Pu-Yi  (1908-12/1917), 
who  was  later  made  President  of  Manchukuo  (1932-1934)  by  the  Japanese  and  then  Emperor 
(1934-45),  under  the  assumed  name  of  Kang  Teh. — John  L.  Gilbert. 

Saved  by  a  Medal  Ribbon.  I  was  very  interested  in  the  account,  in  the  current  issue 
of  your  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin,  of  a  life  being  saved  by  a  medal  ribbon. 

There  is  a  somewhat  similar  account  in  Helen  Boeder’s  book,  “  The  Ordeal  of  Captain 
Boeder.” 

The  gallant  captain  was  in  Napoleon’s  retreat  from  Moscow,  and  after  the  crossing  of  the 
Beresina  found  himself  surrounded  by  Cossacks.  Suddenly  one  Cossack  stopped  short  and 
stared  at  one  of  the  decorations  on  the  captain’s  chest.  Other  Cossacks  were  summoned  and 
they  gathered  round  looking  closely  at  the  ribbon.  Eventually  they  mounted  their  horses 
and  rode  off. 

The  Captain’s  Sergeant-Major  then  emerged  from  his  hiding  place  from  where  he  had 
been  watching  helplessly,  and  asked  in  astonishment  why  the  Cossacks  had  spared  his  Captain. 

The  Knight  of  the  Hessian  Order  of  Merit  replied,  “  They  thought  it  was  the  Order  of 
Vladimir,  it  has  the  same  ribbon.  They  thought  I  had  been  decorated  by  their  own  Czar.”

PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED. 

BBOWN,  Laurence  A.  Coin  Collecting.  London.,  1962.  185  pp.,  xvi  pi.  Cloth, 

7  J"x5".  Price  12/6  (  ;  postage  9d). 

This  book,  the  latest  in  a  series  of  popular  handbooks  on  hobby-subjects,  has  been  wTitten 
especially  for  the  layman  who  has  had  his  interest  in  coins  aroused. 

The  author,  who  will  be  well-known  to  readers  of  this  Bulletin  as  the  manager  of  our 
Foreign  Dept.,  needs  no  introduction  from  the  reviewer,  and  his  name  on  the  cover  of  the 
book  is  sufficient  guarantee  of  its  quality.  Brown  prefaces  his  book  with  two  chapters  on 
actual  collecting,  dealing  with  the  acquisition  of  specimens;  condition  ratings;  housing  of 
Loins;  minting  techniques,  etc.,  and  then  goes  on  to  place  the  coinage  of  each  series  against 
its  historical  background.  These  chapters  deal  with  Ancient,  European,  English,  North 
and  South  American,  African  and  Asian  coins  respectively. 

The  author  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  six  invaluable  appendices:  Numismatic  Terms; 
British  rulers  and  archbishops  who  struck  coins;  Latin  legends  on  English  coins;  Latir 
legends  and  abbreviations;  Mintmarks;  Denominations  of  the  World. 

The  plates  of  coins  are  direct  photographs  by  Frank  Purvey,  and  conform  to  his  usual 
high  standard. 

This  new  book  is  a  most  welcome  addition  to  the  ever-growing  list  of  popular  numismatic 
literature. — P.A.R. 

JOSSET,  C.  B.  Money  in  Britain.  London,  1962.  Cloth  8^x6",  214  pp.,  viii 
plates.  Price  15/-  (+  postage  1/6). 

Although  not  specifically  a  numismatic  work,  this  book  makes  most  interesting  reading, 
and  includes  a  large  amount  of  incidental  information  which  one  would  find  very  difficult 
to  track  down  in  a  reference  book. 

The  book  deals  with  coins  only  in  as  far  as  they  are  affected  by  the  political  and  economic 
history  of  the  country,  and  by  social  conditions — in  fact,  it  has  many  affinities  with  the  long 
out  of  print  work  by  Buding,  although  it  is,  of  course,  much  more  readable. 
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One  is  a  little  disappointed  that  the  coins  themselves  are  not  more  fully  discussed,  but 
Josset  has  to  some  extent  made  amends  by  the  appending  of  two  check  lists,  one  of  coins, 
and  one  of  notes. — P.A.R. 

DE  LA  BERE,  Brigadier  Sir  Ivan.  The  Queen’s  Orders  of  Chivalry.  Londoriy 
1962.  212  pp.,  20  illus.;  9V'  x  6^".  Price  36s  (+  Is  6d  postage). 

It  is  very  many  years  since  such  a  detailed  and  exhaustive  account  of  the  history  and 
traditions  of  the  various  British  Orders  has  been  put  before  the  general  public,  and  Brigadier 
De  La  Bere  must  be  congratulated  for  such  an  authoritative  piece  of  research.  Indeed, 
by  the  very  nature  of  the  position  he  held — namely,  Secretary  of  the  Central  Chancery  of 
the  Orders  of  Knighthood — he  had  access  to  information  and  records  not  ordinarily  available. 

In  the  eyes  of  the  medal  collector,  there  are,  of  course,  one  or  two  shortcomings.  But 
this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  this  book  is  intended  purely  for  the  general  reader  and  not  for  the 
specialist.  Nevertheless,  the  book  should  prove  invaluable  to  the  collector,  and  even  more 
so  if  read  in  conjunction  with  one  of  the  better  textbooks — such  as  Risk’s  monograph. 

To  go  into  more  detail,  I  should  have  liked  to  have  known  more  about  the  various  changes 
in  the  measurements  and  design  of  the  insignia  and  when  these  occurred.  This  also  applies 
to  the  changes  in  the  various  metals  used  in  their  manufacture.  More  space  too,  I  feel, 
could  have  been  devoted  to  the  obsolete  orders.  But  to  the  general  reader,  these  points  are 
not  of  overriding  importance;  and  if  rectified,  the  resulting  detail  might  prove  cumbersome 
to  him.  The  illustrations  are  on  the  whole  good,  though  one  or  two  of  those  depicting  the 
actual  insignia  could  be  of  higher  quality. 

There  is  much  else  beside  the  histories  and  descriptions  of  the  orders.  The  whole  honours 
system  and  its  rules  are  clearly  explained.  Knighthood  is  discussed  at  length,  and  the  rules 
for  wearing  insignia  with  all  forms  of  dress,  their  return,  acceptance  and  exchange,  and  the 
rules  regarding  investitures  are  all  laid  down  in  detail.  He  also  puts  forward  some  contro¬ 
versial  suggestions  regarding  the  future  of  the  honours  system  in  this  country,  with  which 
the  reviewer  wholeheartedly  agrees. 

All  in  all,  this  is  a  thoroughly  worthwhile  book,  which  should  be  of  immense  value  to 
both  collectors  and  non-collectors  alike  for  many  years  to  come. — R.F.M.F.G.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Kent  Num.  Soc.  A  meeting  of  the  society  was 
held  in  the  Museum,  Maidstone,  on  Friday  12th 
January  1962,  F.  Lock  occupied  the  chair. 

A  paper  entitled  “  Carausius  to  Allectus  ”  was 
read  by  a  member,  Paul  E.  Oldham,  who  began  by 
saying  that  facts  concerning  the  period  were  few  and 
traditions  numerous.  More  might  be  deduced  from 
the  coinage  than  could  be  obtained  from  contemporary 
writers.  Doubt  must  be  cast  on  some  of  their  work 
in  that  it  tended  toward  propaganda  rather  than  truth. 
Near  the  end  of  the  3rd  century  a.d.,  Carausius  was 
an  officer  serving  in  Gaul  under  the  Emperor  Diocletian. 
Later  he  was  given  command  of  the  Classis  Britannica 


(the  Channel  Fleet).  He  operated  from  three  bases, 
Boulogne,  Lympne  and  Dover  and  was  very  successful 
in  suppressing  the  pirates  who  infested  the  Channel 
coasts  of  Britain  and  Europe. 

Diocletian  had  appointed  Maximian  co-Emperor 
with  himself  and  the  former  took  over  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  Empire  leaving  the  West  to  Maximian. 
In  286  A.D.,  Ma.ximian,  possibly  fearing  the  popularity 
of  Carausius,  or  perhaps  suspecting  that  not  enough 
of  the  treasure  from  defeated  pirates  was  being  sent 
to  Rome,  ordered  the  arrest  and  execution  of  Carausius. 
Forestalling  this,  Carausius,  with  his  fleet  and  the 
shore  based  legions  solidly  behind  him,  declared 
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himself  Emperor  of  the  North-West.  Maximian 
marched  across  Gaul  with  an  army  to  rectify  the 
position,  but  was  decisively  defeated,  mainly  by  the 
Channel  Fleet.  In  290  a  treaty  was  arranged  whereby 
Carausius  was  accepted  by  Maximian  as  the  Emperor 
in  Britain.  Coins  were  struck  at  the  London  and 
Colchester  mints  to  celebrate  this  event  and  bear 
the  busts  of  the  3  Emperors  with  the  legend  “  Carausius 
et  Fratres  Sui.,”  and  on  the  reverse  the  figure  of  Peace 
with  “  Pax  Auggg.” — the  triple  g’s  signifying  the 
three  Emperors. 

Carausius  was  of  the  Menapii,  one  of  the  Belgic 
tribes.  He  proved  a  firm  but  good  ruler  who  put 
a  stop  to  the  draining  away  of  the  wealth  of  Britain 
to  the  Imperial  Treasury.  Britain  and  Spain  were 
the  two  main  sources  of  silver,  and  the  denarius  was 
revived  and  struck  in  good  silver,  whereas  the  Imperial 
coinage  was  of  billion  with  a  mere  4%  of  silver.  Nine 
legions  were  honoured  by  the  striking  of  special  issues 
— two  of  them  serving  on  the  lower  Rhine,  two  on 
the  Upper  Rhine,  and  three  in  Gaul,  together  with 
two  in  Britain — the  2nd,  Augusta  and  the  20th  Victrix. 

There  was  a  mint  situated  in  London,  and  another 
at  Boulogne  striking  money  to  pay  the  sailors.  The 
positions  of  two  more  were  discussed  by  the  Speaker, 
who  tended  to  opt  for  the  “  C  ”  mint  being  at  Clausentu 
who  tended  to  opt  for  the  “  C  ”  mint  being  at  Clau- 
sentum  rather  than,  Colchester,  and  the  “  RSR  ” 
mint  being  Richborough. 

The  Saxon  Shore  Forts  were  probably  established 
by  Carausius,  although  some  of  them  had  previously 
existed  and  were  just  re-built  for  the  purpose.  In 
293  Constantins  Chlorus  replaced  Maximian  as  Augustus 
of  the  West,  and  prepared  to  march  against  Britain. 
Allectus,  one  of  Carausius’  ministers,  contrived  to 
murder  his  master  and  to  usurp  his  position,  after 
Chlorus  had  reduced  and  captured  Boulogne.  In 
A.D.  296  Allectus  was  defeated  by  the  Imperial  forces 
and  killed  in  the  battle. 

Constantins  Chlorus  rescued  London  from  being 
pillaged  by  the  remnants  of  the  defeated  army  and 
a  medallion  was  struck  at  Trier  mint  to  commemorate 
the  occasion.  It  bears  the  legend  “  Redditor  Lucis 
Aeternae,”  probably  more  Imperial  propaganda! 

London  Num.  Club.  At  the  January  meeting 
Alan  Fraser  spoke  on  the  Isle  of  Man  and  its  coinage. 
Preceding  his  remarks  on  the  coinage  with  a  very 
thorough  coverage  of  Manx  history  he  created  the 
setting  in  which  the  island’s  coinage  had  come  about. 
There  were  few  Roman  remains  extant,  amounting 
only  to  about  5  coins  and  an  inscribed  stone.  The 
Manx  coinage  started  in  the  10th  century  with  a  silver 
coin  struck  by  Godred  MacHarold,  ruler  of  Man, 
of  which  only  2  specimens  are  known.  The  Duke  of 
Albany  struck  a  gold  piece  in  1324  and  five  years 
later  the  Scotch  Governor  Martoline  struck  a  copper 
coin  with  the  king’s  head  obverse  and  a  cross  with 
the  legend  Crux  est  Christianorum  Chris.  There  are 
accounts,  which  are  rather  suspect,  of  a  leather  coinage 
during  the  Elizabethan  era.  In  the  latter  half  of  the 
17th  century  the  issue  of  St.  Patrick’s  pence  and  also 
of  Butcher’s  brass  half  pence  of  Dublin  and  Limerick 
began.  John  Murray  issued  brass  pence  of  two  varieties, 
both  extremely  rare,  although  the  Tynwald  had  enacted 
that  any  tampering  with  any  coinage  was  High  Treason 
in  1646.  However,  in  1679  a  further  enactment 
made  .Murray’s  coinage  legal  with  English  currency. 

Under  the  administration  of  James,  10th  Earl  of 
Derby,  and  at  Newton’s  recommendation,  a  new 
coinage  was  proclaimed  on  24th  June,  1710,  dated, 
however,  1709.  A  new  issue  in  Bath  metal  followed 
in  1733  of  which  copper  forgeries  are  common  despite 
the  availablity  of  originals  in  the  B.M.  The  Duke 
of  Athol  inherited  the  island  in  1736  but  didn’t  strike 
any  coinage  until  1758.  The  island  was  bought  by 
the  Government  in  1765,  and  the  first  issues  of  1786 
of  pennies  and  half  pennies  preceded  the  mainland 
issue.  Regal  issues  were  then  struck  in  1798,  1813, 
and  1839,  until  withdrawn  from  circulation  by  Statute 
in  1849.  There  are  some  tokens  of  the  early  19th 
century  from  various  internal  firms.  The  last  Manx 
issues  were  the  cardboard  tokens  and  internment 
camp  money  of  the  last  war.  Mr.  Fraser’s  talk  was 
much  appreciated  by  Club  members  for  the  thorough 
way  in  which  he  had  laid  out  in  detail  the  island’s 
history  as  an  illuminating  background  to  a  rather 


out  of  the  ordinary  series  of  coins  from  the  British 
Isles. 


Orders  and  Medals  Research  Society.  Some 
interesting  medals  were  shewn  at  the  January  meeting 
of  the  above  Society.

John’s  Gallantry  Medal  in  Gold  together  with  the 
Order  of  St.  John  and  the  S.J.A.B.  Service  medal 
with  two  clasps. 

A.D.C.M.  to  the  R.N.V.R.  and  a  N.G.S.  and  some 
Arctic  Medals  came  from  Air.  Purves.  Col.  Marchmont 
had  something  to  say  about  the  M.G.S.  of  which 
he  produced  some  scarce  specimens  and  Mr.  Batty 
a  most  unusual  group — I.G.S.  (1854),  Soudan,  A.G.S. 
and  Khedive’s  Soudan  all  in  bronze.  Air.  Tamplin 
shewed  the  decorations  and  medals  awarded  to  Adml. 
Hall  and  Air.  Alorgan  some  of  his  I.G.S.  to  the  odd 
man.  A  newspaper  cutting  about  the  original  conditions 
of  award  of  the  1939/45  Star  (then  to  be  the  1939/43 
Star)  and  the  Africa  Star  was  Mr.  Roots  contribution 
and  Mr.  Harris  had  a  group  to  the  Royal  Northumbrian 
Fus. — Alutiny,  L.S.G.C.  and  the  two  Regimental 
Aledals  in  bronze  and  silver  and  three  M.G.S.  to  the 
2nd  Foot  covering  their  service  from  Egypt  to  Toulouse.

Sheffield  and  District  Num.  Soc.  The  Annual 
General  Meeting  was  held  at  Weston  Park  Museum 
on  January  10th.  In  his  report  on  the  Accounts  of 
the  Society  and  the  work  of  1961,  the  Chairman  em¬ 
phasised  the  need  for  encouraging  the  younger  members 
members  in  every  possible  way.  Financially,  the 
Society  was  in  a  sound  position  and  the  introduction 
of  new  members  outweighed  losses. 

Officers  for  1962  were  appointed,  H.  R.  Singleton, 
Director  of  the  City  Museum  being  invited  to  hold 
the  President’s  office.  Tribute  was  paid  to  Mr. 
Harkness  who  had  acted  as  representative  on  the 
B.A.N.S.  Council  for  many  years;  under  the  new  regu¬ 
lations  an  active  participant  of  the  Society  was  to  be 
appointed  and  it  was  agreed  to  nominate  Dr.  G.  Burrow 
for  this  position. 

Arrangements  were  in  hand  for  the  Croft  House 
Exhibition  which  it  was  hope  would  stimulate  interest 
in  the  general  public.  The  results  of  the  Founder’s 
Award  for  1961  were  announced,  the  winner  of  the 
Senior  Competition  being  Dr.  G.  Burrow;  the  successful 
competitor  m  the  Junior  section  being  David  Hanson.
